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Dallas county, and thence to the west line of Dallas county, in the direction
of Council Bluffs, on the Missouri river.

SEC, 2. To meet. That said commissioners or a majority of them shall
weet at the town of Montezuma. on the tirst day of April next. or within
three months thereafter and proceed to locate and establish said road accord-
ing to law. _

Sec. 3. Employ surveyor. Said commissioners shall take to their assist-
ance a competent surveyor, and other necessary hands who together with the
commissioners shall receive such eompensation and in such manner as is
provided by law.

[125] CIIAPTER 94.
STATE ROAD.

AN ACT to locate a state road from Eddyville, in Wapello county, to Haymaker’s mill,
in Marion county.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SEctioNn 1. Commissioners. That John B. Gray. of Monroe county. Daniel
Hoover, of Wapello county, and Henry Havmaker of Marion county, be. and
are hereby appointed commissioners to lay out and establish a State road.
commencing on the west side of the Des Moines river, opposite Eddyville,
thence, by the nearest and best route, to intersect the State road leading from
Clarksville, in Monroe county, to Racoon Fork, at or near Haymaker’'s mill.

SEC, 2. Where to meet. That said commissioners shall meet at Eddyville.
in Wapello county, on the first Monday of April, or within three months
thereafter, and upon taking to their assistance the necessary help. shall pro-
ceed to lay out and establish said road according to law.

SEc, 3. Compensation. That said commissioners and assistants shall be
entitled to such compensation as is allowed by law.

SEc. 4. Take effect. That this act shall be in foree hom and after its
publication according to law.

AN ACT to establish a state road from Oskaloosa to Montezuma.
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
Section 1. Commissioners. That .John White and Gideon Wilson. of
Mahaska county, and James Wilson, of Powesheik county, be, and they are
hereby, appointed commissioners to locate and establish a State road com-

mencing at the town of Oskaloosa. thence, on the nearest and hest route. to
the town of Montezuma, in Powesheik county.
